This way they may give fire, once 
or ofuer over, as the enemy doth advance, or the Commander (hall fee firting. All 
this while chat the Mnſk-tucrs advance (0 tarre betore the Front, ( 1tthe body be 
upon march ) the Pikes may be ſhouldered: but when the Bodyes come within 
ten ſcore, or le(Ie, (if there be any dowbt of the enemies horſe) then it is tit that the 
Muſkettiers give fire even with the Front of the Pikes , and that the Pikemen ad- 
vnce tlieir Fekes, andl cloſe forwards to their diſtance of three foot, that lo they may 
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Figure, It there be no fewre of the Enennes Horſe , then the Pikes may move 
ſhouldred, and cloſe forward to their Order ; by that meanes Living thew prees rom

* The firſt ranke having given Fire, are to wheele equally off by diviſion : each 
part falling File-wiſe downe, cloſe by their Flanks of Muskettiers : untill the 
leaders of the ranks of Muskets come downe as low as the firſt rank of Pikes; 
which being pertormed , they. are to face outwards , and to move {o farforth 
in a ſtraight lime, untill they haye ranked even with the firſt ranke of Pikes. 
Bur herewithall are they co obſerve, thar they muſtleave an imrvel betweene 
the innermoſt Musket of each flank ; and the outermoſt file-leader of the Pikes. 
So ſoon as the firſt rankhath green fire and wheeled away , the ſecond rank is ta 
g3ve fire, wheeling off, as þetore, and paſiing down between the Intervals on the 
flanks : placing themlelves after their leaders. The ſame is every ranke ſuccel. 
lively to doe, untill all the Muskertiers are drawne from before the front, and 
placed on the flanks of their Pikes, Bur when there are not above two ranks of 
Muskettiers to give ſires then the Pikes may Pore; and when the Muskettiers 
have fired, and are wheeled away, they may charge, And laſtly, the Pikes being 
ye-advanced, the body ſtands reduced, as at firſt.

be lett our. Nevertheleſſe, when | conſidered that ic had been the unhappy fate, 
ot the greateſt and biſt wiventions, ta) be imbaled and vilihed; yeazand to be ac- 
counted of, but as idle fancies or dreams before they were publiſhed, and being 
once made knowne, ſufterjng roo much 1mbalement , as being ot.en under v.a- 
« lucd; and accounted of but as athing that every one could have well pertor. 
med. And hereof I might demonſtrate many examples: Wheretore 2t the 
paſſion of en\ y have in 1t any thing allowable and natural, as having anger » feare, 
and other like affeAions: jt 15 in ſome ſuch caſe as this, and ſerveth againit thoſe 
which would ulurp, and take to themilclves the knowledge and mwwvention, where- 
with God hath denied to indue them. 

Therefore were it not for the common good , and the great affeion thx 
every one ought to beare to his countrey : ir would appeare more commen- 
duble in wiſe men to conceale their ſtudies, making cheir Funerals 1n their own 
bofemes (whence they had cher tirſt biret-4) rather then to expoſe them to the 
publike, where vertuou ſludses are too often criicaared, by che davts of envy, which 
malignant ſpirits, tov frequently pawre upon them.
